Public Debt Has 
Been Increased 


In ‘The Records Tell the Story” the Government says— 


“The Social Credit regime has reduced the Public Alberta 
debt”. And quotes $3,000,000 as the amount reduced. 


How could public debt have been re- 
duced when the government has defaulted 
on every bond that has come due since 
taking office, and since there has been no 
refunding?

HINTS FOR SWINE 
PRODUCERS 


The farrowing season ie rapidly 
approaching. In order to protect 
the health of the young pigs ond 
save as large a percentage of those 
born as possible, the following pre- 
cautions are suggested: 

{a) The Brood Sow 


1. House the brood sow in dry 
quarters free from draughts. 

2. Besides the grain ration, 
some alfalfa hay or green oat bund- 
les are recommended. 

3. A mineral mixture composed 
of coal 76 lbs; salt 20 Iba; ground 
limestone 3 lbs: and iron sulphate 1 
lb., should be available to the sow 
at all times, 

4. To prevent hairlessness and 
weakness in young pigs. the preg- 
nant sow needs potassium iodide 
2 oz. of potassium iodide mixed in 
1 gallon of water and fed in the feed 
at the rate of 1 tablespoon per sow 
per day is suggested, 

5. At farrowing time, place the 
sow iuaclean pen with a guard 
rail to preveat ber lying on the 
young pigs. 

6. Thesow should not be fed for 
24 hours afser farrowing.’ Give her 
luke warm water or milk and grad- 
ually bring her back to the full

4 Skim milk or tankage is 
necessary. If tankage is fed, 10 lbs

The World 
of Wheat 


Ry H.G. L. Strange 


During every war that has been 
fought in the past, some inflation 
of money has taken place. This 
inflation has resulted in rising 
prices. In past wars, the prices of 
raw materials and wholesale com- 
modities has risen faster than re- 
tail prices. 


Apparently the same thing is 
happening in this war, for the 
price of wheat since September Ist 
has risen by 30% whereas during 
the same period the prices of the 
things farmers have to buy have 
only risen on their average by 3%. 
If these advances keep up ia any- 
thing like the same proportion, 
the purchasing power of a bushel 
of wheat and of other farm pro- 
ducts will be back to that which 
they enjoyed in 1912-1914, and 
our farmers then would be mod- 
erately well off. 


At the present moment, howev- 
er, the purchasing power of a 
bushel of wheat isstill only 72 per 
cent of what it was in 1913-1914, 
so that a further advance of the 
prices received for the products 
farmers sell, in comparison with 
the prices of the things they have 
to buy for living and production, 
will be welcome, and still only fair 
and equitable.
